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Californians  of  Mexican  Descent 

Since  arriving  at  KPFA  in  September,  1959,  after  his  fellowship  year  at  U.  N.  Radio  & 
Television,  Colin  D.  Edwards  has  been  traveling  up  and  down  the  state  recording  interviews 
with  people  of  Mexican  descent  in  all  walks  of  life  for  whom  California  is  now  home,  and 
with  a  number  of  people  who  have  intimate  knowledge  of  the  state's  Mexican-descended 
people  and  their  problems.  In  all,  he  accumulated  about  seventy-five  hours  of  taped  "raw 
material"  for  the  documentary  series  he  is  producing  for  Pacifica  Foundation,  under  a  grant 
from  the  Columbia  Foundation,  in  between  his  other  duties  for  KPFA  and  his  work  as  the 
the  U.  S.  West  Coast  representative  and  correspondent  for  the  Canadian  Broadcasting 
Corporation's  "Assignment"  and  "Project  60"  programs. 

As  originally  conceived  in  1954,  the  Columbia  Foundation  project  was  designed  to  result 
in  a  series  dealing  with  the  Mexican  community  in  California  but,  as  various  efforts  to 
produce  it  progressed,  its  design  was  changed  so  as  to  deal  with  several  of  the  racial 
minorities  living  in  California. 

Two  programs  dealing  with  the  Japanese  in  California  were  produced  by  Marshall 
Windmiller  in  1959  and  these  have  been  given  broad  national  distribution  over  the  educa- 
tional radio  stations  affiliated  with  the  National  Association  of  Educational  Broadcasters, 
which  described  them  as  "impressive." 

Then  Mr.  Edwards  took  over  the  project,  to  start  on  the  Mexican  minority  programs. 
As  he  progressed,  he  came  to  feel  that  the  situation  of  the  Mexican-descended  people  in 
California  was  pregnant  with  so  many  burning  issues— not  only  for  those  directly  concerned 
but  also  for  the  conscience  of  non-Mexican  Californians— that  it  demanded  a  full  series 
of  its  own,  as  had  been  originally  intended  by  the  Columbia  Foundation.  So  he  set  out 
to  produce  ten  one-hour  programs  in  which  to  present  the  historical  background,  present 
situation,  culture,  problems,  viewpoints  and  hopes  of  the  Californians  of  Mexican  descent. 

Throughout  its  history  Pacifica  Foundation  has  produced  several  series  on  grants  from 
various  Foundations  .  .  .  the  recent  "Poetry  and  the  American"  series  by  Eleanor  McKinney 
and  "The  American  Woman"  by  Virginia  Maynard  for  example.  Such  series  are  then 
distributed  by  various  agencies  to  radio  stations  throughout  the  country  and  the  world, 
spreading  still  further  the  name  of  Pacifica  and  what  constitutes  its  kind  of  broadcasting. 
We  are  proud  of  this  new  series  by  Colin  D.  Edwards,  and  look  to  stimulating  listening  on 
Sundays  at  9  P.M.  for  the  next  ten  weeks.
